Close etamination of the Calgary Num- 
ber of the Dominion [/lustrated shows 
that it is not calculated to give perfect 
satisfaction to our citizens, The letter 
ptess supplied by Mr. Beaufort appears 
to beaccurate and reliable, and some 
valuable data are given in articles by 
other writers to us unknown, but there 
seems to be a good deal of unnecessary 
repetition. This is not the fauit of the 
writers of the articles, who, by request, 
have been sending in material inde- 
pendent of each other and without 
knowledge of the scope of each other's 
articles. The fault lies entirely witn 
the editor «a! Montreal, who, having a 
large wass of material placed in his 
hands, dues not appear to have bad the 
capacity to mould it into o harmonious 
and connected story. The materia: has 
simply been pitchiorkéd into the paper, 
instead of being caretully revised and 
edited. In ane case, a contribution of 
about seventy lines appears twice, word 
for word, firston page 415 under the 
heading, “Dairy Farming in the Calgary 
District,’ and again on page 422 under 
the title of “Dairy Interests of Calgary 
District,” in the one case the author- 
ship is ascribed to “Mr. James Kuby of 
Calgary”; in the other it is catled ‘ta 
letter trom a well known gentieias, 
No one would suppose from these sug- 
gestions that the author was councilior 
James Keilly. We have spoken of this 
asa contribution’; as a matter of tact 
it is copied bodily trom a © P. Rk 
pamphlet, There are two articies on 
the early days of Calgary.—one at pace 
410, a second at page 418, when one 
would have sufficed. The publication 
of Mr. Field's portrait as the only por 
trait in the number has, we understand, 
given great offence, especially as every- 
body knows it has been pari for, If it 
wes considered expedient ty prblish 
portraits, certainly precedence should 
be given to some one representative of 
the city as a whole such as the Mayor, or 
some leading pioneer such as \ajor 
Walker, or some representative of the 
Dominion authority, such as Colonel 
lrerchmer or Judge Rouleau, or the 
bearer of ecciesiasticul authority, Bis. 
op Pinkhum. Aguin, in the selection 
ot public buildings itis remarkable that 
neither the pew Court House nor the Po- 
lice Barracks, the two most prominent 
features among our public edifices, was 
phoiographed, while of private buildings 
both the Bank of Montreal and the Al- 
berta Hotel are missing, excepton a 
minor scale, and the King block is ab 
sent entirely.
